INDUSTRIAL JOTTINGS.

Fast Run Made by a Train on the
Lackawanna Road Last Satur-
day—The Board.

Some fast runs were made on the
Lackawanna rallrond by a speclal train,
conelating of two Pullman cars, a pri-
vite car, and a combination baggage
and smoking car, which went up to the
Pocono mountaing with a parly of
newspaper men on S8aturday and Sun-
day last,

On the outbound trip the digtnnee of
twenty-rix miles between Washington
and Mount Arlington, N. J., was made
In twenty-four minutes, and on this
gtretech n speed of seventy-six and a
half miles an hour was maintained for
n distance of ten miles, The engine
uged wus of the “Mother Hubbuard"
type.  On the return trip the train
achleved a speed of elghty miles an
hour, whieh was maintained for nearly
fifteen miles, The distance of sglxty-
geven miles from Washington to Hoho-
ken was covered in eighty minutes, In-
cluding five slops because of enginee or
trains on the track ahend and a slow
run on the new bridge over the Passale
river, This was consldered an espe-
cially gratitylng performance by the
rallrond officlals, in view of the un-
favorable weather conditions, the rails
having been made very slippery by the
continued downpour of Sunduy.

The occasion on which these fust
runs were made was a speclal excursion
for renresentintives of New York, Brook-
Iyn, Jersey Clty, and Newark news-
papers, arranged by the pnssenger de-
purtment of the Lackawonni rallroad
under the personal supervisgion of Gen-
ernl Passenger Agent Lee and Adver-
tising Agent Colton, Btops were made
at Liake Hopatcong and the Delawire
Water Gap, and the night was spent ut
Mount Pocono, amid the odors of the
mountain  forests and the blooming
Iaurel and rhododendron,
